Washington — Senator Borah's pro- 


posal for a new election in Nicaragua 
would not bo in accord with the pro- 
visions of the present constitution of 
that country but officials here in the 
executive branch of the government 
feel sympathetic to Mr. Borah's sug- 
gestion if the Nicaraguan authorities 
can a. way to bring it about. 


The only formula that would be 


legal would be to amend the Nicara 
guan constitution so as to permit the 
calling of an election. The Idaho sen- 
ator thinks American marines should 
be kept in Nicaragua while such an 
election is held and with this, too, th-j 
department of state would be in ac 
cord. 


Indeed, if the whole story could be 


made public of what is going on be- 
hind the scenes it would be found, ac 
cording to the contention of Ameri' 
can officials, thac Juan Sacasa, depos- 
ed vice president who is leading the 
revolution against the Diaz govern 
mcnt would enter conference were it 
not for the tight hold which the Mex 
ican government has on him. The op 
imon prevails here in go\crnmcntal 
circles that Mexico hopes to embroil 
the United States in constant dilli 
culties with Nicaragua so as to draw 
a trail 
across the 
oil controversy 


which -has 
developed between 
tho 


United States and Mexico and also to 
damage the prestige of the United 
States in Latin-America. 
Senor Saca 


sa himself is reported to be very 
friendly to the United States but since 
his revolution was financed and sup- 
ported by Mexicans he feels he is tin 
der obligation to them to make only 
such settlement as they dictate, if 
any. 


TESTIMONY NOT PUBLIC 


The complete 
background of 
the 


Nicaraguan situation was given 
to 


tho senate foreign relations commit- 
tee in confidence by Secretary Kel 
logg. A mem-brandum which he gave 
the committee on soviet activities was 
made public but not the testimony 
surrounding it. Thus only partr of the 
story has been told, and the depart- 
ment of state now has asked that all 
of the testimony except certain infor- 
mation ot a confidential character be 
made public so that a comprehensive 
idea of the underlying influences in 
the situation may be obtained. 
It is 


said to have been due to a misunder- 
standing that a part of. Secretary Kel- 
lerg's testimony 
was given to the 


press which gave an incomplete pic- 
ture of the whole state department po- 
licy. Until the remarks of Secretary 
Kellogg arc disclosed in their entirety 
a fair judgment of the situation can- 
not be mado by disinterested observ- 
ers. 


Incidentally the suggestions of arbi- 


trating the oil controversy with Mexi- 
ico made by Senator Borah are also 
not unwelcome but they depend most- 
ly on the desire of Mexico. An inter- 
national claims commission is func- 
tioning to which requests for damages 
can bo submitted if the Mexican au- 
thorities will accept the jurisdiction 
of this commission. 
This was 
the 


original intention, of Charles B. War- 
ren, American commissioner. 
who 


framed 
the treaties whereby the 


claims commission was set up but it 
is a matter of doubt whether Mexico 
will be willing now to abide by the 
jurisdiction of the claims commission 
in these cases.

Washington. D. C.—M5)—A program 


providing for new postofllces of feder- 
al buildings, or enlargement of present 
structures in more than two hundred 
cities, has been prepared for congress 
by the treasury and postoflice depart- 
ments. 


The allotments were 
made under 


the SIOO.000,000 act passed at the last 
session of congress, but appropriation 
of another $100.00,000 ptobably will be 
required to carry into effect the full 
program which is to bo stretched over 
a 5-yoar period. Legislation for that 
purpose already is pending.

STAY IN BED 


FOR12DAYS 


Condition of Famous Come- 


dian Somewhat Improved, 


Doctor's Report Says 


New York—(/P) —Charles Chaplin, 


suffering from a nervous breakdown 
here, was somewhat improved Mon- 
day, 
but was still considered a sick 


man. 


He hadv fully recovered from a nose- 


bleed, which resulted from a fall out 
of bed Saturday night at the home of 
his attorney. Nathan Burkan, but Dr. 
Gustave Tieck, an attending nerve 
specialist, said he would be kept in 
bed for at least 12 days. 


He is still highly unstrung," said 


Dr. Tieck. "His mental and physical 
condition are both affected 
by his 


breakdown, caused by the worries due 
to his domestic troubles." No visitors 
would be permitted, the doctor added. 


Indications Monday were that Mr. 


Chaplin would not leturn to the Pa- 
cific coast until his presence was re- 
quired to answer his wife's suit for di- 
vorce. 


STATEMENT OF LAWYERS 


Los Angeles—Attorneys for Charles 


Chaplin Sunday night fired a verbal 
broadside at Mrs. Lita Grey Chaplin 
and her lawyers, in a signed 
state- 


ment which accuses the actor's wife of 
inserting "fllth" into her divorce com- 
plaint," for no honest purpose," and 
"not for the purpose of a trial, but to 
prevent a trial of the case." 


Tho statement, given out over the 


name of Gavin McNab, newly retained 
chief of the actor's legal staff, hints 
that the divorce suit is a, trap, with 
a stake of millions. 


The statement adds that Mrs. Chap- 


lin's attorneys had the opport,unit£,,H'o 
get money for the support oF\he ,two 
Chaplin children, but chose not 
to 


do so. 


DISTRESSED OVER CHILDREN 
"AVe have carefully1 considered the 


complaint in this case," the statement 
says. "Filth serves no honest or law- 
ful purpose in court. 


"Mr. Chaplin is not concerned over 


the sordid—that is, the money—side 
of this action. He is distressed 
over 


his children. He feels from his ex- 
perience and from the conduct of the 
plaintiff, as exhibited in the proceed- 
ings tlia{ he does not wish his children 
brought up by people whoso sole con- 
cern is not the, welfare'of the chil- 
dren, but the amount of money they 
can extract from him. 


"To cover the money side oC the 


case, which appears to be the sole 
consideration oC the plaintiff,, and her 
relatives, he is ordering accountants 
to prepare a statement of every dollar 
acquired by him since his marriage 
to bo ready for presentation to court. 
CHARGE MOVE TO BALK TRIAL 
"In the untruthful publicity, tie 


signed "not for the trial of the case, 
but to prevent a trial, it has been 
state that Mr. Chaplin is not provid- 
ing for his children.

LOWER COURT 
IS REVERSE! 


First Time Supreme Court 


Has Passed on Power of 


Congress on Issue 


Washington, D. C.—W5)—In a de* 


cision, broadly confirming the nquisi- 
torial powers of congress, the supreme 
court Monday ordered Mai S. Daugh- 
erty of Ohio, returned to the custody 
of the senate sergant-at-arms for such 
further action as that body might care 
to take toward his punishment. 


The court found that congressional 


committees can compel witnesses to

Michigan, Indiana 


Chicago—C/P) Sand' from the shift- 


ing: dunes of Indiana and Michigan is 
but>tainin£r much of Chicago's new 
front yard. It 
also lias 
obliterated 


many railroad grade crossings. 


To push the edge of Lake Michigan 


a half mile or more from the original 
shore line for a < istance of 23 miles, 
mountains of the material haVe been 
poured into the lake. Dredges, steam 
shovels and ships arc still sluicing the 
'"shifting material in place, later to be 
come hills and esplanades. 


Specially built ships bring the sand 


from the Indiana and Michigan shores. 
It is pumped into the holes and then 
ejected with large quantities, of wa- 
ter 
by 
centrifugal pumps 
behind 


breakwaters, which hold ii in place. 


COATE1 WITH SOIL, 


The finely divided material melts 


into a compact mass with the water 
exuding at the top, and a coating of 
good soil makes the created land suit- 
able for park pur- ose.

The optician, then, is a good man to take your 


prescribed lenses for any deficiency of eyesight. The 
optician is as skillful in filling the prescription for 
lenses as the pharmacist is in filling a prescription 
for medicine. 


Often a weakness of the eyes or impairment of 


vision is due to some unsuspected disease such as 
nephritis or a sinus infection, which of course is 
not amenable to glasses and can be recognized only 
by a physician. The oculist frequently discovers 
evidence of such underlying systemic disease in his 
examination of the eye's. The optometrist or op- 
tician is not qualified to do so. 


In order to make an accurate test and determine 


! precisely how much eyestrain. needs correction in a 
given case, it is essential to use "drops" m 
the 


eyes to put the accommodation at rest, if the indi- 
vidual be under middle age. The "accommodation" 
is the unconscious focusing effort, which given a 
considerable margin of error. The focusing appara- 
tus after middle age becomes more fixed and hence 
drops are not necessary for an accurate eye te&t 
in older persons. Sometime!, unscrupulous spectacle 
peddlers propagate the suggestion that these drops, 
used by phjsicians (oculists, ophthalmalogists) are 
dangerous. Customers should remember the fable 
of the fox and the grapes which were beyond his 
reach. 
In some states or provinces the law ex- 


pressly prohibits opticians or optometrists or others 
than oculists (physicians) from using drops in the 
eyes—just another of our funny laws, but is ex- 
plains the souring of the grapes in this instance. 
The use of drops for proper eye examination has 
proved harmless in many thousands of cases. 


AVith the exceptions noted, it makes little differ- 


ence whether one goes to an optometrist or an ocu- 
list to be fitted with glasses. But it seems unwise 
to consult an eye man other than an oculist (phy- 
sician) for treatment of disease which afreets the

Was Using Street as His 
Premises

Madison—OP)—When a workman is 


Injured on property not owned by his 
employer, but which Is used by that 
employer, he is still entitled to work- 
men's compensation, the 
industrial 


commission ruled Monday. 


An employe of a fuel company at Su- 


perior was run ove? by a train while 
crossing Hill-arc at its intersection 
with the- track of the Lake Superior 
terminal and transfer railway. That 
particular portion of th" street, how- 
ever, had been used entirely by the 
company with which he was employ d 
and had not bren maintained by tho 
city but had been kept in repair by 
the company. 


"Such use- of the street by the re- 


spondent made it a part of its prem- 
ises," tho commission's ruling holds. 
"In using that 'way* of returning to 
his horn?, the applicant used the only 
way furnished by the respondent for 
him to leave work. 
The evidence 


as to the location ot the respondent's 
dock, its coal shed and the mainte- 
nance of Hill avenue, leads to the con- 
clusion that the respondent's use of 
this section .of Hill avenue, a public 
street, was such as to cause it to be- 
come its piemises." 


In another case an" employe bitten 


by mosquitoes while working along 
and on the Mississippi river is granted 
compensation for incapacities growing 
out of malaria fever so contracted. 


The employe was "sent down the 


Mississippi to 
sow grass seed 
in 


swamps, the business of the employer 
being that of providing food and S>!K" 
tering grasses for fish and game." the 
commission report says. "Shortly af 
ter his return to Oshkosh. "Wis.. he 
developed malaria fever. 
The appli 


i-ant clearly remembers that he was 
bitten by certain mostiuitoes. -which 
are well known carriers of malaria 
eerms." 
The decision then reports 


•the symptoms of the disease and its 
time of appearance as proof that the 
mosquito bitfs were received while in 
the line of duty set by the employer 
and holds that the resultant disease 
v.-as therefore a disability incurred un- 
der the employer's risk law. 


In a third opinion nnde public to 


day the commission held that a man 
irregularly employed by a certain com- 
pany at hauling coal, could not claim 
compensation for an accident that oc- 
oured while he •uas 
cranking his 


truck. 


The truck belonged to the operator 


and it was found that he woiked for 
others with the truck aside from the 
company from which he sought dam- 
ages, that he did not at all tunes op- 
erate the truck himself, and that he 
•was therefore an 
independent con 


tractor rather than an employe.

the Winn.cbago-co. Historica and Ar- 
cheological society, ordering search to 
be made for the lost village of the 
Foxes has caused much interest h<-ie 
among those who delve deeply into 
matters historial. for the lost village 
of the Fox Indian tribe is said to 
have been near New London. 


The Rev. Francis S. Dayton, rector 


of St. John's church and member of 
the New London high school faculty 
is an ardent historian and perhaps 
has done more than anyone else to 
establish a coherent hi&tory of the 
county. The Rev. Dayton is a rec- 
ognized authority on matters of this 
kind and is a member of the National 
Archeogolist society. He has explored 
nearly every acre of the county which 
held out any promise to render any- 
thing of value or instruction.' 


Regarding the history of the Fox 


tribe the Rev. Dayton stated that to 
his belief the ..site of the old village 
was somewhere near the 'cut-off of 
the Wolf river. According to history 
recorded by the early *niissioneriej>, 
the first mission, named St. Mark's 
mission was founded "about two days 
canoe journey up from Lake Poygan 
on the AVolf river." Further descrip- 
tions mention a river branching into 
the larger stream which the Rev. 
Dayton interprets as 
meaning the 


Crystal river out of Waupaca. The 
length of the journey measured by 
the tales of skill of those days brings 
the journey's end somewhere near the 
cut-off region.

historic tribes. From where the river 
enters the county to where .it leaves 
it again, near Fremont, its banks are 
dotted everywhere with village sites 
and camping places. There were vil- 
lages at Red Banks, Stanley's Land- 
ing. Mukwa and New London. Farm- 
ers living along the Little WolC 
at 


Phillips Mills. Royalton and/ at the 
three lakes, White. Bear and Spencer, 
as well as the Chain of Lakes con- 
tiniuiliy find relics. 


There is so little of permanence to 


be read by historians, 
bemoans the 


Jtev. Dayton. Many tribes carved their 
characters into the stone of their 
walled houses, or their 
totem poles 


were graven for ages to come, but the 
Wisconsin Indian built only his won- 
derful mounds, left his history only 
in the shell heaps, fctone cairns, corn- 
hills, garden patches 
and the tools 


which they eked out their simple exis- 
tence. 


MANY MOUNDS 


Much has been made of the mounds 


and in his search for the story of the 
county, the Kev. Dayton has uncov- 
ered much ot value. There are,

Lake shores. Spencer lake. White lake 
and at Phillips Mills and Qstrandcr on 
the Little Wolf. The Menominces 
came after the Fox tribe. This triba 
was most closely related to the pioneer 
times of the county. 


John Parfitt of this city recalls tales 


told by his father. Henry Parfitt, pi- 
oneer woodsman and hunter, who lived 
i hero until his death a, few years ago. 
Interested in Indians, he was told of a 
visit to the camp of 400 pagan Menom- 
inces who lived with their chief. White 
Bear, at the old camp at Mukwa. At 
that time they lived in the old way,' 
growing their corn in tho most primi- 
tive manner, pounding it out with 
stone1 pestles. Their clothing was of 
buckskin, they lived in wigwams cov- 
ered with rush mats and clung to their 
ceremony dances. Copper arrows were 
used and tomahawks decorated 
the 


belts of the young warriors. Beads, 
or paupum "wore used as money. As 
civilization grew, the tribe scattered, 
but as late as 1870 Mr. Parfitt stated 
that small bands or pairs would drift 
back to the old grounds.* He told of 
having seen Indian women weeping 
on the banks of the AVolf at MukwaT 
They were weeping for their dead 
whose graves had been obliterated by 
the plows of the farmers.

FORD RADIO BEACON 


TO GUIDE AIRPLANES 


System of Signals to Tell Pi- 


lots if They Are on True Line 
of Course 


Detroit—(XP)—The Henry Ford la. 


^oratories 
have 
developed a radio 


beacon,- the object of which la to 
guide planes through inclement wea- 
ther. 


A system of signals tells the pilot 


of the plane whether he is on a true 
tine, or on either side of the course. 
On a true line of flight, the pilot re- 
ceives through 
his head-set a long; 


single dash. On one side of the course 
he receives a letter "N" in the wire- 
less code; on the. other side he get* 
the letter "A." 


In operation the beacon is automa- 


tic and gives signals every three sec* 
onds. The equipment is so arranged 
that the signals can be stopped and 
•weather information radiocast with 
the same transmitter. 


Experimental tests with the beacon 


have been successful. Tho testa show- 
ed that at a distance of 30 miles'the 
broadcasting had a reception "width" 
cf three-tenths o£ a mile. 
At 100 


miles from the station itS width was 
from one to two miles. 


Considerable research work remains 


to be done before the beacon is placed 
in regular operation. A head set capa- 
ble of receiving signals on a wave 
length of 1,034 meters and also over a 
lo-.ver wave length is one of the prob- 
lems radio experts are working on. A 
radio received that will require, "oft 
and on" switches, doing away with 
the '"tuning in" of stations is the ul- 
timate aim. "Portable antenna" that 
can be reeled out 
when the plane 


ta'ies the air. and drawn in before it 
lands, is another development to be- 
worked out.
